conclusion of the review of all annexes, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff will make such adjustments in allocations as they consider 
necessary in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 9 above. 
For planning purposes, the Joint Chiefs of Staff presently 
intend that the provisions of this annex will, with the 
exception of changes to accommodate variations in the stockpile, 
remain effective through FY I96O, unless revision is required 
because of changes in the basic plan.
